New Burden on Newsmen 


Decision by the United States Supreme 
Court refusing to hear the ease of Marie 
T one, New York columnist convicted of 
contempt of court for refusing to disclose 
her source for a news item, will be viewed 
with regret by newsmen. 
They believe with justification that the 
need exists for a right to refuse to disclose 
news sources, even to a court. Every good 
reporter receives information from time to 
time that the public should have and that 
he can report—with the understanding that 
h? will not reveal who gave him the tip. 
Now the high court’s action infers that 
the right of refusal to disclose sources is 
not an inherent right under the Constitu­ 
tion. which will result in the closing of 


many news sources because no one can be 
sure he will be protected when he talks to 
a reporter. 
There now are two recourses left to 
newsmen. One is to refuse anyway and 
thus go to jail, if necessary, to protect a 
news source. The second is to seek in state 
legislatures the right by specific statute 
that is denied by the court as an inherent 
right. 
Legal experts will he happy that the 
point has been cleared up by the court. 
But newsmen will realize that, by taking 
the m atter out of the “ gray a re a ” of legal 
rights, the court has put a heavier burden 
on them in fulfilling their responsibilities 
to the public.

CLEAVELAND (AP)—Last Octo­ 
ber more illegal liquor stills were 
confiscated in Ohio than in West 
V irginia which long has been a 
butt of jokes and cartoons on the 
bottling of “ mountain dew .” 
Ohio 
liquor 
law 
enforcement 
agents this year have uncovered 
38 
stills—exceeding 
by three 
a 
record that stood for IO years. 
Five stills were turned up in 
October in Ohio, and only four in 
W est Virginia, although neighbor­ 
ing Pennsylvania had six. The na­ 
tional total for that month was 
810, with more than half of them 
in 
three 
states—North 
Carolina 
187, South Carolina 119, and Ala­ 
bam a 102. 
Until the law movts in moon 
thine manufacturing is a profit 
able business. There is no SIO 50 
a gallon federal tax on homemade 
com liquor and no $1.50 state tax 
Moonshiners need not pay any a t­ 
tention to building codes or to 
•upervision which costs licensed 
distillers a tidy sum.

hom em ade 
hootch 
can 
fetch $5 a pint in a Sunday or 
after-hours sale and through the 
week brings as much as $3 75 a 
pint and up. 
“ The point Is that the stuff is 
pretty high proof and is usually 
intended to be cut by addition of 
distilled w ater.” explains Michael 
T. Corsaro, Cleveland district li­ 
quor enforcem ent agent in charge. 
“ While you do pay top price for 
It you get your money’s worth by 
cutting it and increasing the liquid 
volum e. 
“ Some of this stuff is exception 
j 
ally good. We confiscated some 
com in Portsm outh, and, by golly,

] it tested every bit as good as the 
legal whisky. 
In Cleveland and environs stills 
have been found in basements, 
attics, upstairs apartments, gar­ 
ages, barns, wooden lots—nearly 
every conceivable place. 
The old copper still with coils 
is a rare find today. Usually oper­ 
ators employ 50-gallon oil drums 
and any kind of metal tubing they 
I can find. It has been many months 
since any 200 and 300-gallon stills 
have been uncovered. 
A 50-gallon oil-drum still found 
here recently operated on a cycle 
that produced 20 gallons of high 
proof moonshine every five days 
from the 50 gallons of mash. 
The mash—a mixture of cora, 
sugar and w ater—is heated and 
then permitted to work for about 
a month before it is poured into 
the still and heated to boiling. 
Alcoholic spirits vaporize and con­ 
dense in the tubes and filter into 
containers. 
“ About the best filter for liquor 
is a felt hat,” Corsaro said, “ It 
is 
amazing, 
but 
the 
felt 
does 
about as good a job as can be 
done.” 
Keeping this kind of an oper­ 
ation secret from the law is no 
mean problem. The souring mash 
smells strongly, alerting neighbors 
and inquisitive peace officers. 
“ Sometimes 
t h e 
operators 
sprinkle sugar on the top of the 
mash to hold the odor in. but it 
doesn’t work too well,” Corsaro 
said.
